WASHINGTON, D. C., December 6.—The gal- 
‘eries of the Senate chamber were well niled 
sometime before noon, at which hour the 
Sepatois weie called to order, and prayer was 


offered by Chaplain Bullock. James L. Pugh, 
successor of Geo. 8. Houston, of Alabama, 
and Jos. E. Brown, who succeeds Gen. Gor- 
don , of Georgia, 100k the oath of office. 

The credentials of Senator Edmunds, re 
elected hisown successor, weie read. Tue 
annual report of the Secretary of the Senate 
wal Orderes printed; also a communication 
jrom the Attorney-General expliining the 
methods of distributing appropriations for 
that department. 

The Vice-l’re-ident was proceeding to lay 
other communications before the Senate, 
when Thurman suggested it would he more 
orderlyjto await the notification thatthe House 
us in session, and he offereda resolution, 
which was agreed to, directing the Secretary 
of the Senate to inform the House of the read- 
inese of the Senate for business. A committee 
was appointed to inform the President 
the Senate was ready for business andare- 
cess was taken till 12:45. The committee not 
being ready to make u * Ay at that hour, a 
further recess waa taken tiil 1:30. 

Soon niter the reassembling Privatesecrctary 
W. K. Rowers appeared and delivered the 
message of the President ond it was read.

tHE MESSAGE 

The resident's message begins by congrat- 
viating the country upon the peacetul election 
throven which it has just passed It regrets 
thatthe colored people of the -outh are not 
tully ane freely enjoying the rights of citizen- 
sbip. Oveit violence is not alleged, but 
it is stated that traudaäalent practices 
in connection with the ballot have 
been sucessful in defeating the ex- 
ercise of the rights of colored voters 
at the South. sSectionalism is deprecated and 
the hope expressed that it will disappear, ‘‘but 
resistanee to and nullification of the results of 
the war will unite together in resolute pur- 
pose tor their support all who maintained tfie 
uuthority of the Government andthe perpet- 
unity ottbe Union.’’ Lducationis tela to be 
the only proper remedy for mo-tof the pollti- 
cal evils abroad in the land, and Uongress is 
uged to toster and supplement local educa- 
tional funds. More thin tour pages 
ot the tnessage ere d-v.o ted to 
civil service reform; nothiag particularly 
new or startiing being put forsa, he whole 
being merely a restatement of the President's 
well known views. Competitive examina'‘itons 
are urged and tixed rules for the r- goulation of 
appointments, promotions and reu:ovals, all 
having in view the securing of t ie Vest 44411 
fications fer the position in que tion. I, New 
York, where the retorm has been already in- 
stituted, it bas been found towork very sue 
ceesfully for the pasttwo years. Con-ressis 
asked ior an eppropriation ot $25,000 per 
annum 10 wert the exvenhses = of 10 
commission to devise a jis, unlifoim 
and eficient system of competitive exawin.- 
tions, and to supervise the application of the 
ume throughout the entire civil service. As- 
sesements made upon office-noiders ale de- 
nounced, Oflicial patronage enuthe ‘*sno'ls 
system’’ eresaidto be the reasons hy Cu- 
gress bas encroached upon the appeinting 
power of the Presidents, an«d the first step in 
civil service reform must be a complete dt 
vorce between Congress and the Executive 
upon this point. The bestinterest of the pub- 
lie service demands that Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, who way be judges und accusers, 
should not dictate appointments to office. 


THE MORMONS. 

Polygainy itisthe duty of the people ot the 
United States to suppress. The laws have 
been enforced against u, Lut experience 
proves that these laws must be modified and 
ainended, The Mormon sectarian organiza- 
tion in Utah controls the grand ant petit 
juries and iniluences the administration of 
justice. VPolygamy will not be xboished 
while the enforcement of the law 
depends upon those who practice and 
uphold the crime. It can be suppressed 
only by taking away tne political power ot 
the sect which encourages and sustatos it. 
itis not u case for half way measures. Tne 
political powerof the Mormon sectis increas- 
ing: t controls now one of our wealthtest ter- 
ritories and is «xtending steadily into other 
Territories. Whereverit goes it establishes 
poly gainy and sectarian political power. Re- 
ligicus liberty and the separation of church 
and Stute ale among the elementary 
iceas ot irec institutions, 10 re- 
establish the intereate and 
principles which poiygawy and Mormonism 
have imperiled, and to reopen that part of the 
countiy to intelligent and virtuous immi- 
vrants of all creeds, it is recommended that 
the Territory of Utah be reorgan'zed. The 
Presidenc recommends a government tor the 
terriwory anklogons to the proviaionael govern- 
ment established forthe Territory northwest of 
the Ohio by the ordimance ot 1787. This would 
be a governor and commissioners, or 
judges, appointed by the l’resi- 
dent. If it is deemed best to con 
tinue the present form of local government. 
Ti en it is recommended that the right to vote. 
pola mos and ton juries inthe Territory of 
Utah be contined to tnose who neither practice 
nor upboia — If thorough mousures 
ure . is believed that in a few vears 
ihe evilstiow afilicting Utah will be eradicated 
ands ‘errite;y wil) become onv ol the most 
Prad rous new States in tbe Union. 


Ss. FOREIGN RELATIONS 


> The Fortuve Bay tishing complication has 
been the subiect «f correrponcence with the 
ritten Government. The answer to the 
Amcrican note received tn April failea to ex- 
hibit accord between the two zo veroments as 
to the men sure of theinshore fishing privilege 
secured to our fishermen by the Treaty ot 
Washington. The difference of  opin- 
ion wae 80 serious that it was 
made the subject of 1 special 
message to Congress. Witbin a few weeks 
past, however, the President received a note 
trom Mer Meyjesty’s Government reopening 
the subject, both of the indemnity for the in- 
juries at Fortune Bay and of the interpreta- 
tion ofthe treaty. The British Government 
recogpizesour rightsto indemnity tor the af- 
fair at Fortune Bay, and assents tothe view 
this Government that a cenonterence ana 
concurreat arrangement ve had between the 
two governments for the regulation of con- 
nictivg fishery interests. 

The United States has been creditably pre- 
sented atthe Exhibitions ot Arts and Indas- 
tries at Sydney, New South Wales, and at Mel- 
bourne. 

A convention with the French Republic for 
the settletnent of claims of citizens of either 
country ageinst the other has been concluded 
and ratified. A commission, under this con- 
vention, presined over by a distinguished 
publicist appointed in pursuan‘e of the re- 
questot both nations by the Emperor of 

rezil, bas been organized and is now at work 
in Washington. 

At the International Exhibition of Fish and 
Fisheries at lerlin the United States carried off 
the principe! prive of honor. There have 
been some questions raised between the two 


Governments of Germany and America as to 


the proper effect and interpretation of our 
treaties of naturalization, but recent dispatch- 
es from our Minister at Berlin show 
that tavorable progress is making toward 
an understanding, in accordance with the 
views of this Government, which makes and 
admits no distinction whatever between the 
rights of a native and naturalized citizen of 
the United States. In practice, the com- 
plaints of molestation suffered by naturalized 
citizens have never been fewer thanat 


present. 
During the last summer several vessels be- 
longing to the merchant marine of this coun- 
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gution by the royal authorities, 
such explenstion or reparation as may be call- 
ed tor by the facts. Tue United States Minister 
to Spain has been directed to take part 
in the deliberations of the conference 
for the protection of native Moors 
in the Empire ot Morcceo. The Government 
has frequently urged upon the Emperor the 
necessity of putting an end to the persecutions 
oft the Hebrew residents of Morocco. 
Rel«tions of friendship and amity have been 
estabHshed witli Rcumania., A diplomatic rep- 
reeentative has been tent to Bucharest and a 
Roum«nian ervoy has been received at Wash-

MEXICO. 


Quiet hes been so prevaient upon the Mexi- 
can frontier thet the orders given to our wil- 
itary commanders in regard to 
crossing the border have been 
withdrawn, to the complete satisfaction 
of t'e Amevican citizena and the Mexican Gov- 
e117 Wem. The peace Ot the border was bro- 
Len by the savage chief Victorio, but by the 
nermenious action of the military forces of 
beth countries his band was destroyed. Sev- 
orn) r jlways will ehortiy be built into Mexico 
trom this county. 

THE UNTER-OCKANIC CANAL. 

The tresty obligation with the Uaited States 
of Colombia, by wbich we guarantee the neu- 
trality of trensit and the sovereigntyand prop- 
erty of Colombia in the Isthmur, make it 
nectsreury thet the conditions under which 
the Isthmus ig to be changed from 
a barrier between the ocean into a thorouywh- 
tare between them should be approved by this 
Government. It is the right and duty of the 

Jnited States to assert and maintain such 
pervision and authority over any inter- 
oceanic canslacrossthe Isthmus that con- 
nects North and South America as will protect 
our interests. 
PROSPERITY. 

Itisurged that our postal facilities with 
various foreigm iands should be increased, and 
a cube laid by way of the Sandwich Islands to 
Japan and to Australia. The Navy should be 
fos,ered tor the protection and encourage- 
ment ot the merchavt marine. The condition 
of the finunces is very satistactory,tbe present 
situation of the Untied States is more favor- 
able thantbatofuny other country of any 
time, and has never been surpassed 
by that ot any country at any time in its his- 
tory. Ail our industries are thriving; the 
rate ot interest is low; new ratlroads are be- 
ing constructed; a vast immigration is in- 
creasing cur population, capital and labor; 
new enterprises in great number are in 
progress, end our commerci?! relations with 
other countries are improving. 

THE MISSISSIPPI. 

The permanency of the important workon 
the South Pass ot the Mississippi River seems 
now to be assured. There has been no tailure 
whatever in the maintenance of the maximum 
Channe] during the six months ended August 
9, last. The experiment bas opened abroad, 
deep highway tothe ocean, and is an im- 
provement, upon the perméement succe 8 
of which coperutulations may be 
exchanged among people abroad and 
vt home, anit e-pecially among 
the communities of tbe Mississippi Valley, 
whore commercial exchanges floatin an un- 
obstiucted channelto and trom thesea. A 
comprehensive improvewent of the Mississip- 
pi and itstributaries isa matter of trancend- 
tnt importance. These great water-ways 
comprise a system of inland transportation 
spresd like net- work Over a large portion of the 
United States, ana nuvigable tothe extent of 
Producers and 
have N common 
interest in such unt qualiod facil- 
ities for cheap transportation. 
Geographically, commercially and political. 
ly they are the strongest tie betweenthe vari- 
ous sections ofthe country. These channels 
of communication and interchange arethe 
property ot the Nation. Its jurisdictionis 
paramount over their voters. and the plainest 
principles of public interest require tneir in- 
telligent and careful supervision, with a view 
10 their protection, Linprovement ana the en- 
hancement of their usefulness. 

GRANT TO BE CAPTAIN GENERAL. 

Icomn endto the attention of Congress tne 
great+ervices of tte Commander-in Chiet of 
Our armies curing the wur for the Union, 
whose wise, firm, and ratriotis conduct did so 
much to bring that momentous conilict to a 
close. The legislution ot the United States 
contains mary precedents tor the recognition 
of distinguished military merit, authorizing 
runk und emoloments to be conterred for 
eminent services tothe country. An act of 
UOoragress authorizing the uppointment of a 
Car ain-Generalofthe Army, with snttable 
provisions relating to compensation, retire- 
„ent, and other details, would, in my jadg¢- 
mnt, be altogether fitting and proper, and 
would be warmly approved by the country.

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Official and Interesting Report Showing 
the Country to Be in Excellent 
Condition. 


WASHINGTON, December 6.—The following 
isthe most interesting partof the report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury sent and read to 


Congress this afterncon: 
COINAGE. 

The coinage executed at the mints during 
the fiscal year has exceeded in value that of 
any previous year since the organization of 
ihe Government. Its total amount, not in- 
cluding the minor coinage, was 3884, 100. 
172 50, ofwhicb itis estimated $62,000,000 
was probably from domestic, and $21,000,000 
from imported bullion. 

: INTERNAL COMMERCE. 

The reports of tonnage moved on the princi- 
pal trunk railroad lines of the country, and 
the more recent data in regard to trale on iu- 
land water lines and coastwize upon the ocean, 
indicate thatthe internal commerce of tbe 
United States nas rapidly inoceased during the 
past year. Railroads now constitute the pria- 
cipal avenues of our internal trade. The traf- 
ficoverthe four east and west trunk lines 
greatly exceeds in value both the commerce of 
the Mississippi River »nd its tributarics and 
the commit ree on the Great Lakes. 

INTERNAL REVENUE.

The Secretary recow mends thut provision be 
made for the issue of au amount not exceeding 
$400,000,000 of Treusury notes in denomina- 
tions not less than ten dollars, bearing inter- 
e t vot exceeding four per cent per annum, and 
running irom one toten years, to be sold at not 
less than par, the amount maturing during any 
year not to exceed the sinking fund for that 
year, and the proceeds to be applied to 
the payment of five und six per cent 
bonds maturing in 1881. It is believed 
that, with the present favorable state ot the 
money- market, a sufficient amount of such 
Treasury votes, bearing an annualinterest of 
three per cent, can be sold to meet a consid- 
erabie portion of the maturing bonds; but it 
is better to confer upon the Department a 
discretionary power to stipulate tor a ntgher 
maximum rate, to «void the possibility of 
tailare. Such a diseretion is not likely to be 
abused, while a pow r too carefully re trict 
eo may deteat the beneticial objector the law. 

Itis also recommended that authority be 
given to sell at par an amount not exceeding 
8400, 000, 000 of bonds of the character and 
description of the four percent bonds of the 
United States now outstanding, but bearing a 
rate of interest not exceeding three and sixty 
five one-bundredths per cent per annum, und 
receemable atthe pleasure of the United 
States atter fifteen years, the proceeds to be 
applied to the payment of bonds redeemable 
on or before July 1, 1881. 

CUSTOMS. 


The revenue from custome for the yearend- 
ed June 30,1880, was $186,522,064 60; * 
revenue ior the preceding year was $137 ,25}), - 
647 70, an increase of $49,272,016 90. This 
large gain was due in part to an exceptional 
demand for certain classes of foreign mer 
chandise, piiucipally iron and steel and their 
mar utactures, which is not likely to be main- 
tnined during the present year, 
Of this sum, about $42,000,000 
was colccted on sugar; $18,500,000 un man 
uf. cturesof ilk $19,700,000 on manutfac- 
tur s of tron and steel; $10,000,000 on man- 
tucturesof conton; $29,000,000 on wool aud 
manufactures ot wool; and $6,000,000 on 
wines and spirits, making a total of nearly 
5125,00, 000 collected on these six classes of 
aiticles. Theprecise amounts, however, can 
not be giveu, because the statistics are based, 
toacertain extent, on unliquidated entries. 

The expenses for collection for the past year 
were 55,995. 878 06, an increase over the pre- 
ceding year of $510,099 03, occasioned to a 
large extent by the increase in the importa- 
tion of bulky articles.

A large portion ot the surplus of revenue 
over expenditures is caused by the reduction 
of the rate of interest and the payment of the 
principal ot the public debt. Tne reduction 
of annual interest caused dy refunding 
since March 1, 1877, is $14,290,453 50, 
and the saving ot annual interest result 
ing from the payment of $10¥.489,850 or the. 
principal of the public debt, since tnat date, 
is $6,144,737 50. Theincerestis likely to be 
still] further reduced during the next year in 
an amount estimated at $12,101,428 50, by 
the refunding of bonds as hereinatter pro- 
posed. Tothe extent at this annual saving, 
amounting to $32,539,620 50, the public ex- 
penditures will be permanently diminished. 


THE NATIONAL BANKS 

The opportunities for using money in this 
yroup of banks is notin proportion tothe in- 
crease ot their deposits, and their balanecs 
in other banks have by no means diminished. 

National banks are organized in every State 
of the Union except Mississippi, andin every 
Territory except Arizona; and the total num- 
ber in operation is 2,095, which is the 
greatest number which has been in operation 
at unv one time. 

The Comptroller devotes considerable space 
to the discussion of the operations ot the na 
tional banks since the date of resumption of 
specie payments, andtheevils as well as the 
benefits which are likely to erise from the 
large addition of cointothe circulating me- 
dium made since that date. 

The capital stock of the National banks is 
$47,000,000 lees and the sarpius nearly 811. 
000,000 less than ut the corresponding date in 
1875. The loans of the banks xt the date of 
their last returns were 51,037,000, 000 and the 
individual «epositse $873 ,000,000, the hichest 
points reached since the organization of the 
system, the loans being 5207, 000.000 greater 
and the individual deposits 3253,000, 000 
greater than in October, 1878, while the cap? 
tal and surplus at the previous date were 55, 
000,000 in excess of their present amouuts. 

The individual deposits and the public, pri- 
vatefand bank deposits, not deducting tie 
a mount due from banks and the amount ot 
the Clearing-bouse exchanges, have increaseua 
more than $322,000,000, and amount to the 
unprecedented sum of 531,155,000, 000. 


THE DOLLAR OF THE DADDIES. 


During the last fiscal year 24,262,571.38 
standard ounces of silver bullion, costing 
$24,972,161 81 (an average of $4,081,013 45 
per month) were purchased, of which 21. 
005,566 41 ounces were coined in 27,933,750 
standard silver dollars. The total coinage of 
standard silver dollars since the passage of the 
act, up to November 1. 1880, has 
been $72,847,750, at which date $47,084,450 
were inthe Treasury. Of the latter amount 
819,780, 241 were represented by outstanding 
silver certificates, the amount in actual cir- 
culation at that date being $25,763,291. 

Since the passage of that act,the Depart- 
ment hasissued numerous circulars and no- 
tices to the public in which it has offered 
every inducement which it could under the 
law, to facilitate the general distribution and 
circulation of these coins. Ithas required 
United States disbursing officers to pay them 
out in payment for salaries and for other 
current obligations, and it has offeredto piace 
the silver in the hands of the people through 
ou’ the Uuited States without expense tor 
tramsportation, when sent by express, and at 
an expense for registration fee only, when 
sent by registered mail. 

Notwithstanding these efforts, it is found to 
be dificult to maintain in circulation more 
than 35 per cent of the amount coined, Vue 
at special seasons of the year, and for special 
purposes, this coin is iu demand, nly in 
the South, itreturns again to the Treasury, 
and its re-issue involves an expenee tor trans 
portation at an average rate of one-third 
of one per cent each time. Unlike gold coin 
or United states notes, it does not, to the same 
extent, torm a part ot the permanent circula- 
tion, ev here acceptable, and, when 
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nov ing into the Treasury, easily paid out with |

Louis to-day at least 5,000 tramps pure and 
unalloyed, each of whom will have threc 
good hearty meals, with hot coffee and 
possibly buckwheat cakes and beefsteak to 
begin on.

They have found a better 
combination, and, as long as they can keep 
warm, well-fed and well-whiskied, what 
more canthey ask of Fate? They toil 
not, neither dothey spin, and yet, with

In the mean- 
time the pork-houses in East St. Louis 
want men, a dozen great industries about 
the city want men, and men are not to be 
had. The man who can evade the curse 
of labor is not such an unutterable fool as 
to deliberately put his neck under the yoke 
when he can do so much better untram- 
meled.

Red- Snappers in the Gulf of Mexico. 

From the New Orleans Democrat, Noy. 27. 


By a visit to our principal markets zester - 
day we learned that during the past week 
there was an enormous importation into this 
city of that highly - prized luxury and valuable 
article of food, the red snapper. The supply 
of this fish along the whole coast is inexhaust- 
ible. The red-snapper grounds are estimated 
to extend 700 miles. It is only a question of 
labor what amount can be caught. They are 
found in countless myriads at all seasons, in 
a certain depth of water, say from fifty to 
eighty feet. They are caught with lines hav- 
ing a number of hooks, which sre eagerly 
seized by the fish. It is pretty hard work to 
draw up these lines with such a number of 
these heavy fish attached to them. Windlas- 
ses are frequently usedtodrawthem up. In 
a very few hours the wells of the smacks are 
filled withthem. To prevent their floating, 
and keep them alive until the port is reached, 
it is ne toreduce their buik by com- 
pressing the large access of air accumulated 
in their long —— from the great depth of 
water in which they are caught to the surface. 
This is done by a small incision just below the 
gills, which operates as a vent through which 
the air escapes until the tsh is reduced to its 
natural size, so that it sinks and keeps alive 
and healthy. It was throuch this simple sug- 
gestion that the red-snapper became a great 
commercial fish. Previously it was found 
difficult to bring them to market fresh. Now 
they can be caught in far greater abundance 
than any other fish. here is a large fleet 
and a large number of men employed in this

-snapper ns to be generally a e 
ed throughout the West, this — ent ne 
greatly increased. With enterprise and labor 
and cheap transportation, we believe that in 
time this business will equal in its propor- 
tions and extent the cod and mackere! fisher - 
ies of Massachusetts.

Vehement, mag- 
magnetic and powerful, one swing from his 
long armsand a chant from his strangely 
musical voice would set a hun- 
dred sisters swaying their bodies to 
and fro and as many brothers 
keeping time to the weird rhythm with beat- 
ing feet; in awful interest the sermon would 
grow, a mectey of deciamation and recitative, 
until one wild, deafening cry brings to a c- 
mex the ecstatic joy in shouts and trance; 
and moanings. Last summer the preacher 
died and bis friends «nd followers refused 
to be comforted. He was honored with bu- 
rial rites beyond precedent, and such a fun- 
eral was indeed “‘se'dom seen.“ The deeds 
and memory left by the good pastor were not 
sufficient for his member-, and not comforted 
with these, they have set up a sort of graven 
image, eo to speak, of Barber, which isſolaced 
above the pulpit of his principal chureh. The 
image itself is a work of the crudest art, made 
of white and bieck cotton cloth, stuffed with 
straw and painted wiih charcoal.

Mexico is only beginning to be appreciated 
throughout the country. Mining exchanges 
are being established in every large city, and 
mining stocks are being taken up with an 
avidity which bespeaks plenty of money, The 
enormous returns which have been occasion - 
ally made for small investmegts have thrown 
a glamor about mineral speculation which 
rakes in thesmallfry as molasses attracts 
flies.

Some ofthe mines are of extraor- 
dinary richness, and Mr. B. Tiernan, of Gal- 
veston, Texas, now at the Lindell, represents 
some of the best-looking holes in New Mexi- 
co. A Post-DISPATCH reporter met this 
centieman, who confidently expects to be the 
rival of Flood and O’Brien ina year, aud 
fellintotalk with him about the Magillon 
<listrict, where the great discoveries of metal 
ure now being made. The Magilion Moua- 
iains,’* said Mr. Tiernan, are about twenty 
miles northwest of Silver City, probably 
% miles from the Mexican frontier. Very 
great discoveries are being made there now 
of silver and copper. We have mines, that is, 
the Montezuma Mining Company of Galves- 
ton has mines there assaying $8,000 to 8 20,- 
000 the ton. Down in the Lone Mountain 
district the yield of precious metal is even 
heavier. It occurs at Lone Mountain and 
Lureka in the shape of chloride and horn 
silver, and will assay up to $4 a pound.“ 

Ho far is that from Mexico?!“ 

‘*Both of these regions are not more than 
four miles from the boundary line. You see 
we are following the Sierras right down into 
Mexico. I was one of the pioneers in the 
silver hunt in New Mexico. I knew how 
plenty it was in Colorado and I believed that 
it would follow the main divide south. There 
are exactiy the same geological conditions, 
and « better climate. The world already 
knows how lucky we are.’’ 

‘Silver hunting in New Mexico must have 
‘een a very precarious pursuit a year ago.’’ 

“Indeed it was. We took desperate chances, 
but we have been paid for it. Victorio’s 
ceath removed the great element of danger, 
vowever, and all will be plain sailing in the 
Territory. Lean remember the time when 
we were at Lone Mountain. We had to build 

ur buts in a circle like a fort. 
Wehadthem all portholed, and many and 
man; atime we had to run from the mines 
tothe huts and üght for our lives. My first 
intreduction tothe Magillons was seeing a 
cold-blooded murder. A man named Cooney 
had a mine about a mile and a half away from 
ours, and Sheriff Whitehill had been commis- 
sioned by some Eastern parties to pay him 
270,000 for the mine. He had 
the securities all in shape to carry over to 
Cooney, and I went with him. When we got 
over the ridge to his hut he was lying dead 
and scalped. That same afternoon he had 
been telling some of the boys how he was go- 
ing home with the money to his family, and 
how he was going to live in peace and plenty 
back in the States. I tell you, a man took his 
life in bis bands when he went silver-hunting 
in New Mexico in those times.“ 

„A large \merican emigration is coming, 
is it not?“ 

„Oh, yes. The entire character of the 
territory is changing. We Americans are 
making a rush from Leadville and other 
points, and as soon as spring opens up the 
tide of men will flow in heavier than ever.“, 

„Von have room for all that will come, of 
course 2”

iry of the future. The climate is such that 
ihe men can work all the year round. Not 
eight months or six months alone, as in the 
San Juan country. Every facility for living 
iscbeaper.

rich.“

A Burglar’s Bullet Ends a Brave 


Officer’s Life.

An Attempt at Arrest, a Shet, and Then

The Whole Affair Shrouded in Mystery, Al- 


though a Plausible Theory is 
Advanced. 


Michael Walsh, oneof the best known and 


most valued policemen on the force, was in- 
stantly killed at half-past twoo’clock yester- 


day morning while at his post of duty, by an 
unknown man,as to whose identity there is no 
otherclue thana single footprint frozen in 
the mud near the scene of the crime. The po- 
lice are utterly at fault, and can only theorize 


as to the identity of the perpetrator ot a cow- 
ardly, and, to all appearances, unpro- 


voked crime. The circumstances Iimmediately 
preceding the murder are as follows: Officer 


Sheehan, who walks the beat from Olive to 
Washington avenue and Fourteenth to Eight - 


eentn, discovered the front door of Mr. John 
R. Lionberger’s residence, at the northwest 


corner of Sixteenth and Olive streets, wide 
open at a few minutes past 2 0’clock. Think 
— that there were burglars,in the house, the 
oe 


er ascended the steps and rang the bell 
loudly without gaining a response. Notcar- 
ing to enter the ark hall alone, he 
returned to the sidewalk and gave an 
alaam rap with hisclub, which was at once 


responded toby Officer Mike Walsh, whose 


beat, from Market to Olive and Fourteenth 
to Eighteenth streets. was immediately ad- 


joining. At this hour the cold north wind had 
just set in, but had not blown away the dense 


fog which lay upon the city. When Walsh 
ceme up there was a whispered conference, 
when alsh took bis position before the 
house andSheehan went to the stable in the 
rear 10 wake up the coachman 
and have himenterthe house wita a light 


fiomtherear. The negro stableman answered 
the call and said he would getup. Sheehan 
then returned to Walsh. At this time a rap 
for assistance came from out west, and the 


night clubs could be heard rattling through 


out that section of the city. Officer Cahill 


had just discovered that burglars were on his 
beat and that they had broken ioto three 


stores near Twents-second and Market, and 
he was giving the alarm to 
his brother officers. Walsh and Sheehan 
deemed the business they had on haud of sulf- 
ficient importance to warrant them in not, 
responding to the signal. Sheehan suggested 
that as something had gone wrong out west, 
it would be a good idea to stop every one com- 
ing from that direction and make them give a 
satisfactory account of themselves, and then 
he went back to the stable to hurry the negro 
up. At about this time four 
men walked down Lucas Piace. They 
have since turned out to be tour musictans | 
returning from Uhrig's Cave, all of whom 
have given satisfactory accounts of them- 
selves. One of the number who turned south 
on Sixteenth street was stopped by Sheehan. 
He proved himseli tobe a musician named 
En zinger, who lives at Sixteenth and Clark 
avenue. He passed on towards home, the 
officer folowing aim with his eye until he 
crossed Pine street. At this time Sheehan 
was standing by the carriage house and 
Walsh Was standing at the corner 
of Olive street. AsSheehan looked he saw 
two men, one tallerthanthe other, standing 
neer tbe ofticer, who had crossed over to the 
southwest corner. He heard no words pass, 
butat the instant he looked saw the tall one 
level a pistol and frre. Walsh reeled and fell 
tothe sidewalk. The men separated and 
started to run. The smaller ran south on Six- 
teenth streettothe alley between Olive and 
Pine and raneast. The tall one turned and 
ran west on Olive street to Seventeenth, when 
he turned south. Ile had a good start of Saes- 
han, who, however, started in pursuit. As 
the murderer fied the officer sent two shots 
fiying after him. Half turning, the fugitive 
replied defiantly with a snot from his revolv- 
er. When the officer reached Seventeenth 
street his man had cisappeared. It seems 
trom the tracks in the mud, which were frozen 
nard later in the morning, thatthe villain at 
Seventeenth and Pine streets cut acros: the lot 
westof the House of the Good Shepherd, 
to Eighteenth and Market streets, where a!) 
trace of him was lost. Sheenan then returned to 
the aid ot his comrade, who lay upon the side 
walk bieeding from a hole in the lett side of his 
head above the ear. The officer was in an in 
sensible condition. Mr. J. R. Lionberger, his 
son, Mr. Murray Carleton, and One ortwo 
more neignbors who nad been awakened by 
the shots, were on the scene. A Carriacze 
came by, which was pressed into service, and 
the dying oflicer was taken to 
the City Dispensary, where his immediate re- 
moval to the hospital was ordered. Without 
delay the bleeding man was placed im an am- 
bulance, but after going two squares the vital 
spark expired, and the ambulance was turned 
around and headed for the Morgue, where the 
body was laid outto await the Coroner, who 
will to-morrow hold aninquest. A post-mor- 
tem was held yesterday and tire bullet, one of 
32-caliber, taken from the brain.

There is every reason to believe that a se- 
rious freight blockade exists on all thes rail- 
roads runving out_of St. Louis, both east and 
west. information was received yesterday 
thut all the east-bound trunk lines were so 


badly bifected by the block that a general sus- 
pension of the through treight business 
was contemplated. It is known that 
all ot the roads are suffering for lack of cars 
and that a number of roads are in danger of a 
coal and water famine. This morning a Posr-

of theVandalia, Wabash and Chicago and Aiton 
to secure positive information in regard tothe 
matter. Atthe Vandalia office Mr. Hibbard 
denied the report that through freight bust. 
ness would be stopped, but ad- 
mitted tuat the road Was 
terribly cramped, that the supply of cars was 
short and that the road experienced great 
dimculty in getting water and coal in neces- 
sary quantities. He expiained that it was al- 

most impossible to settnrouch freigut East, 

and said that asuspension ofbusiness might 
occur. Atanyrate,be said, business would 

be temporarily suspended in order to 
sive the road an opportunity to 
supply certain points with coal.

STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. | 


Scope and Objects of the Organ- 
ization.

Its Histery and What It Has Aceom- 
plished, 


— 


The Missouri Historical Society ranks 
among the important institutions of St. 
Louis, and as such a brief accouat of its ori- 
gin and progress, and of its present position 
no doubt will prove acceptable to our readers. 
The society was founded A. D. 1866, by some 
gentlemen who do not appear to have had a 
very definite object in view. The specific 
purpose they proposed to accomplish—to pro- 
duce an authentic history of the city from 
its first settlement, written under the aus- 
pices of a directory selected from our best 
scholars“ is an absurdity, and probably 
was never seriously entertained. ‘‘I 
never knew,“ says a gentiemen whe 
attended the first meeting, *‘what we 
were expected to do, nor I believe did any 
one else, unless Dr. Ehot. Mr. Lucas was 


heard to remark that the meetings would be 


convenient occasions to gossip over old times 
in St. Louis.“ This may have been pretty 
near the truth. The society seems not to 
have prospered. In the vear 1872. anew act 
of incorporation was effected. In 1873 Mr. 
Todd was elected president, and the associa- 
tion tooka fresh start. But matters dropped 
back into the old groove in 1874; and towards 
the close of that year it was decided thata 
brand new constitution and set of rules] and 
reincorporation was the panacea needed to 
bring about healthful action. Somebody at 
last understood what was required; and, ac- 
cordingly, in January, 1875, the remedy,was 
applied. The general objects to be promoted 
were grand; still grander the particular ob- 
ects. Of the latter, the third enumerated is 
especially noteworthy: to encourage 
investigation of aboriginal remains, and 
more particularly, to provide for the 
complete and scientific exploration and sur- 
yey of such aboriginal monuments as exist 


within the limits of this State and the Missis- 
sippi Valley.’’ This little work, one of 
several to be undertaken, would have startled 
even the United States General Government 
by its vastness and the mi'lions it would cost. 
On reading such preposterous stuff one wouid 
concludeeither that its authors were pro- 
foundly ignorant of what they were prescrib- 
ing to be done, or were willing to commit 
themselves to the greatest nonsense if couch- 
ed in high-sounding, grandiloquent phrase. 
If large ty pe, clear typography, toned paper, 
and a loud display of names in capital letters 
could impart vitality to a constitution the cone 
trivers of this one had just reason to congratu- 
late themselves on theirsucceses. Unfortu- 


natcly for them, however, such things count 


for nothing; and the panacea proved 
0 utterly ineffective that one 
is quite ut a loss to conjecture what could 
have induced them to invent it. In short, 
the society did notimprove, so that when 
Anno Domini 1878 came around, on looking 
back over tbe record of work done by the ‘as- 
sociation during its eleven years of existence 
it could be written in two words—almost 
nothing. Furniture, it had none; 
none; library, none; colleetions, scarcely any. 
A report sets down the money value at that 
date of all its personal property at 5 500, less

future. It was soon perceived that the 
entire organization needed to be remodeled 
and placed upon a permanent basis, and its 
acyjuisitions guarded beyond peradventure; 
tbat chimcrical projects of complete and 
scientific surveys of existiog avoriginal 
monuments of the Mississippi Val- 
ley and tbe like must be put 
aside at once and practical objects proposed 
as the end to be attained. The reform was 
begun and carried out in a new spirit. It 
was thorough and effective, and finally and 
fully consummated by a charter of incorpo- 
ration about the time the present president, 
Mr. Edwin Harrison, came into office. In 
fact, though legally a continuation of the old 
organization, it seems to be a new society be- 
gun in 1878. 

The tree thus planted, from month to 
month and year to year, has continued t» put 
forth leaves and flowers and fruit with «vigor 
that betokens permanent vitality. In the do- 
main of local histery it bas done mucu real 
good work, and in arcb:cology has made eub- 
stantial progress. Its accumulations towards 
the creation of a museum are already coa- 
siderable. It would appear from the last re- 
port that it bas now in its library between 
4,000 and 5,000 volumes; that it possesses 
some six or seven Cabinets; that it owns a 
large number of pictures, relics and other 
objects classed under the general head of 
curiosities; and, besides, over 1,100 
arch:eological specimens. Its cabinets are 
now totally inadequate to contain the objects 
that need to be preserved in such receptacles. 
The money value ofits personalty is sup- 
posed to be over $6,000. 

As probably but few persons really under - 
stand the aims of the Historical Society, or 
its scope, or its true relations to tbe public, 
and imagine itis something quite different 
from the reality, it will be useful to set them 
forth. The objects of the society, briefly 
stated, are to promote historical research 
and to establish a public museum. 
The museum is intended to con- 
tain every object that comes under the control 
of the association, and to be open to whoever 
wishes to visit it; also, to serve, in its way, 
the same purpose as any place of amusement. 
it were needless to remark on the importance 
of this work, its valueto the city, and that it 
is something which should concern every one. 
It is well-known how deficient St. Louis is in 
inexpensive places of resort open at allseazons, 
where information or rational entertainment 
or amusement may be had free from tempta- 
Lions to dissipation. 

In one respect the society occupies a unique 
position. So\farit is the only organizationin 
the State which. essentially a public body, ia 
not managed) through the political power. 
What we mea by a public body is this: The 
society in its Corporate capacity, or the men- 
bers, do not own a dollar of the propert per- 
dona and ren! that is in the name of the or- 
ganixathen.~ Bv its charter and by the State 
law ſt has no further control over its posses- 
sions tnap what is necessary to manage them. 
It can not sell, it can not mortgage, it can not 
give away anything it acquires, nor can it 
contract a dollar of debt. Whatever it 
obtains, whether by gift, devise 
cr purebase, must be held by it 
simply as a trustee for the public. All other 
Organizutions are the real owners of their 
possessions, and can sell them if they wish. 
The Ilistorical Society cannot; so that if some 
one gives it a lot of ground, or a sum of 
money, ora a object, the same cannot 
he alienated but must be held for the urpose 
for which it was given. Thus it will be seen 
that when the Historical Society is spoken of 
as possessing this or that, it [a not to be un- 
derstood as ay entity distipct from ourselves. 
nor in the same sense as when other associa: 
tions arespoken of, but asa convenient ex 
pression to designate an agency of whica the 
public makes use to manage and care for car
